1520, Jafli, then gover- 
nor of Diu, fent fifty fail to obftruct the build- 
ing of the fort : the fleets had feveral engagements, 
but always with lofs to the Turks, fo that at laft 
they went back difabled. | Peey 
__ Wednefday the 23d it waslate before they failed, 
“waiting for fome veffels of Chaul, and the wind 
failing, they made but little way. The calm con- 
tinued Thurfday 24th, and they were obliged to 
Jie clofe by the coaft of Savagi, who is a mortal 
enemy to the Portuguefe. This: Sayagi, whom his 
fubjects call:raja, that is, petty king, -is fo power- 
ful that he maintains war at one and the fame time, 
‘with the great Mogul and the Portuguefe: all the 
coaft from Chaul to Goa, for the fpace of two hun- 
_dred and fifty miles belongs to him. ‘This prince's 
dominion is but of a late date, for it began with Sa- 
-vagi, grandfather of the prefent king. Savagi firit 
raifed his fortune by ferving under the king of Gol- 
conda, then having gathered great wealth with the 
outlaws that reforted to him, he firft feized fome 
places that belonged to the king of Vifapor, and 
fortifying themfelves in them among the mountains, 
he. at length gathered a mighty army, with which 
_gnaking war on the mogul, the Portuguefe, and 
other princes his neighbours, he ufurped. all he 
now ftands'poffeffed of. His fubjeéts are-robbers 
‘Poth by fea and land, that being the pay he al- 
lows them; which makes it dangerous failing along 
that coaft, fo that itis not to-be done without a 
good convoy. ore ree many 
~ Woyages in thefe feas are likewife hazardous on. 
~ account of the Malabars, who-are pyrates of feveral 
nations, as Moors, Gentiles, Jews, and Chriftians, 
and fall-upon all they meet, “with’a great number 
of boats full of men. T hey ‘live‘under feveral mo- 
fe Stes | | -narchs, 
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narchs, of which the moft powerfulis the emperor | 
Tamori, and. the kings of Tanor, Porca,” and 
others. ‘Thefe people take poor’ paffengers; and 
left they fhould have {fwallowed their gold,’ givé 
them a potion, which makes them digeft al! they 
have in their bodies ; which ‘done,’ they fearch the 
ftinking excrements to find the precious tnetal, 
About fun-fet, the north-weft wind ‘fethehed 
and brought them in fight of Dabul. This city 
is feated fix miles from the fea, and eight’ miles 
from Chaul, both‘in the kingdom of Decan. “The 
Portugnefe took it in the year 1 508. But at’pre- 
fent, it is fubject to Savagi.’ Friday the 25th, 
they came in fight of the fort of Vifapor, then 
they paffed by Lambuna, and the fort of Maliandi, 
The wind frefhning all night, on Saturday the 
26th, at break of day, they came toan anchor in 
their port, having failed two hundred and eighty 
miles from Chaul. The cuftom-houfe boats com- 
ing down the channel to vifit them, overlooked 
Gemelli’s baggage, as it was directed’ for the fupe- 
rior of the monaftery at Goa. Being come to the 
city, he was courteoufly entertained by the faid 
‘governor. 
~ Goa is feated in the latitude of fifteen degrees | 
twenty minutes, in an ifland nine ‘leagues’ about, in 
‘the river “Mandova, which falls into’ the fea’ fix 
miles below ; it is under the torrid zone, which 
the antients: thought uninhabitable, by’ reafon of 
the exceflive heat of the fun, but’ providence has 
‘qualified it with continual rains, which ‘fall plenti- 
fully from’ June till O&ober 5 Belides tHe fies are 
darkened whole weeks, with the thick clouds. 
. When the rains ceafe at fan-rifing, the’ eRe is in- 
‘tolerable. Stas, 
~~ “Alfonfo-de Albuquerque took” Goa Forts Hidal- 
kan, without bloodfhed ‘in the’ year 1508. >» Hidal- : 
kan afterwards te-took a city, but Albuquerque 
B 2 recovered 
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recovered it again'in 1519, with the flanghter of 
feven thoufand barbarians, and built a fort there. 

- "Then, confidering the goodnefs of the country, 

and commodious. fituation of the place, he confti- 

‘tuted it the metropolis of the Portuguefe empire 

jn India. To eftablith his mafter Emanuel, ‘in the 

poffeffion, by gaining the love of the fubjects, he 

_ moderated the tribute they payed to Hidalkan; ‘and 

to breed up foldiers for'the wars, he contrived 

that the Indian maids fhould be baptized and-mar- . 

ried to the Portuguefe, that the Indians: mightbe | 

united to’ this nation by affinity, and confequently 
engaged to protect it. Goa, the center of all the 

‘Portuguefe conquefts, grew in wealth and:renown, 

being become the key of all the trade of the eaft,. 

andthe chief mart of India. This plainly» ap- 

‘pears by the compafs of its walls, which extend 

full twelve miles, with good baftions and redoubts. 

The houfes are the beft in India, but vat prefentiit 

does not contain above twenty thoufand inhabitants 

of feveral nations, habits, and religions. There 
are the feweft of the Portuguefe, who having got 
employments, leave Portugaland fettle there. ‘The 

Metftizos are the moft numerous, and all thofe 

born of Portuguefe’men'and Brachman women, 

have this name; about the fourth part°of the 

people are mulattos, that is, born of whites and ~ 

blacks. byt eh ha ia fol wees 
The Canarines are as ‘black as Ethiopians,, but 


have long hair and broad. faces. Many of them | 


are priefts, lawyers, attorneys, {criveners, &cjand 
very diligent in the fervice of their mafters. “Moft 
of them are the offspring of Brachmans, Banians,. 
and Churados, and thefe have good clear under- 
ftandings, being apt to learn all feiences, {harp wit- 
ted, ingeniousand ready,: and therefore every body 
endeavours to have fome of them for their fervants.

-Moft of the citizens and merchants of Goa, are:

~ and the leaft fix or twelve, to carry their umbrella 
and vandora, and their: other mean employments;

D. Francilco de 
Taverno, earl of Alvor, being governor of An- 
-gola, the fon of a neighbouring king came once to 
vifit him, and underftanding that the Portuguefe 
_ were precife in matters of compliments, and that. 
he thould be received ftanding, as was accordingly 
done; he took along with him two flaves, well in- 
{tru@ted what they were to-do. Being come inta 
the governor’s room, and feeing no chair brought 
him, he caufed his two flaves to fquat down, and. 
fat upon them. The Portuguefe admired the 
caffre’s ingenuity, and immediately ordered chairs to

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To.return, to Goa : its port is compared by Ta- 
vernier to. the beft in our. continent, {uch as Con- 
{tantinople. and: Toulon; and to fay the truth, -be- 
fides what nature made. it, the, Portuguefe have 
taken, much pains to,compleat and fortify it, by 
means of many caftles and towers, furnifhed with 
good.cannon. Beyond the caftles, the channel of 
the river gtows narrower, fometimes to one fome- 
times to two miles; and its banks, fet out with the 
beft fruit trees India affords, yield, the fineft prof- 
pect imaginable. This river that makes {fo noble 
a port, runs many miles up the country, dividing it 
* gnto feveral fruitful ilands and peninfulas. 
. Adjoining to this port, is that of Murmugon, 
formed by the other channel that runs, between the 
ifland of Goa and. peninfula of Salfette. Thefe 
two channels, which meet at St. Laurence, make 
the length from eaft. to welt, of the ifland of Goa, 
which is.twenty feven miles: in compafs, and con- 
tains’ thirty. villages. Entering the port on the 
right hand, is the peninfula of Salfette, which is 
fixty miles about and twenty in length, con- 
taining, fifty thoufand fouls, in thirty villages; 
where the jefuits adminifter the facraments: onthe 
left, is the other peninfula of Bardes; it is fifteen. 
miles long, and about) forty-five in compafs, with 
twenty-eight villages, governed in fpirituals by the 
clergy. : ree Mi : 
_ The cathedral of Goa is’ a: fine ftructure for 
“India :.it is very large, arched, divided into ifles 
by twelve:columns, and: all curioufly adorned with 
figures; as are chapels.. The archbifhop’s featis 
in the. chair, raifed a great heighth ,above..the 
ground, The palace is magnificent and {pacious, 
with various galleries and. noble apartments; but 
the archbifhop, for the conveniency. of the cool air, 

lives by the. fide of the channel. near the powder- 
bpafesst? “oui Dns nolisi eid aieT. cispy 
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- Here are four monafteries, namely that of the 
Recolets, with a fmall and beautiful church, and 
fine gardens; next that of St.’ Dominick, the 
church of which has three ifles, ‘made by fix co- 
‘fumns on a fide. The arches are gilt,’ efpecially 


' that of the choir, ‘where gold glitters in every 


‘part. The monaftery of St. Aguftine is feated on 
ahigh ground that commands the'city. A large 
afcent of fteps leads up to the front of the church, 
where there are two high fteeples, with great 
bells. “Near this: monaftery is the college for’ no- 
“vices, with a decent church and dwellings. The 
monaftery of the Theatins is but fmall, yet has 
a very fine garden; and the church is built after 
the model of St. Andrew della velle in Rome. 
The jefuits college, called St. Rock, ‘has’a {mall 
church with: fix little chapels; but the “houfe is 
large, and capable of feventy fathers.’ St.-Monica, 
of the Auguftinian nuns, is an arched church with 
three gilt altars: St. Paul is a church of the je- 
faits, and the firft they founded in India; whence 
they took the name of Pauliftas. In the garden 

there are two jaqua and fome mango trees, planted 
by grder of St. Francis Kaverius. There is alfo # 
chapel built in memory of the extafy or rapture, 
the faint had in that place, where the catechumens 
are inftructed; for whofe fuftenance the king al- 
lows four hundred pieces of eight a year. In In-' 
dia, all Chriftians wear their beads about their 
necks like religious men. » The jefuits, inftead of a 
prieft’s cap, wear. a long: round: one broad at ‘the 
tdfes!

Portuguefe foldiers. It is to be obferved all the 
monatteries at Goa and throughout all the Portu- 
- guefe dominions in India, have fome allowance 
from the king, more or lefs, according, to, the 
number of religious. 5 ko iy ho is 
The firft of the Portuguefe who ever failed in 
India, was. Valco de Gama, a gentleman. whofe 
ftatue is over one of the gates of Goa. Gama 
had the title of general or- admiral of four fhips, 
three whereof were well fitted for war, and the 
fourth loaded with provifions ; and being’ fur- 
nithed with all neceffaries for fo long a voyage, he, 
failed from Lifbon, on the oth of July, 1497; a 
feafon, as was afterwards found by experience, moft 
improper to, go to India. At the Cape. of Good 
Hope, he,not only. met “with a fevere ftorm, but, 
his failors, daunted with the dangers, and. fearing. 
greater if they went farther, confpired together ta 
throw him overboard, and return home. Gama, 
having intelligence of it, clapt the chief of the. 
con{pirators into irons, and fitting down himfelf at 
the helm, played both the parts of the captain and, 
pilot, till he had weathered the cape, Then. © 
fteering north-eaft, fill, coafting along Africa, 
this eaftern Columbus came at laft to the ifland of | 
Mozambique, and then boldly croffing a gulph of. 


two thoufand five hundred miles, on the 18th of, 


May, 1498, came to an-anchor in a, port thirty 
miles from Calicut, a city in the (Gnodoms os Mae. 
labar, after ten months fail from Lifbon. Having, 
by repeated. voyages, fettled the means of getting _ 
the, neceflary fupplies out of Europe, the Portu-. 
- guefe-began to fubdue the kingdoms of Decan,,

Further: on towards China, they made themfelves 
mafters of the important place of Malaco, of the 
Molucco iflands, and the iflands*of .Timor; build- 
ing the colony of ‘Macao, with ‘the confent of the 
emperor of China,. Theirdominion alfo extend- 
éd on the coaft of Africa, over Angola, and Mo- 
fambique: © This Jaft is an ifland three miles: in 
compafs, and a mile in: length, where the jefuits 
have only a-garden of palm-trees. ‘The fort is 
feated on the mouth: of the channel; the caftle has 
four good baftions, ~with feventy-four choice pieces 
of canngn. ’ The merchandize brought to ‘this 
port by the fhips of the company, are bought ata 
fet price by the royal fa€tory, which afterwards _ 
fends them to Chilimani, the mouth of the river 
Sennas. From Chilimani, the goods are fent up 
the river againft the ftream in little boats. « Cafres 
refort to'this port from provinces: and’ kingdoms, 
three or four months journey diftant, to buy? or 
take up goods upon tuft for fo much gold; which 
they never fail:to bring puntually the next year, 
uniefg death prevent them.

The author?s journey toGalgala, where'the great Mo- 
 gul was incamped, with an account of the magni- 
ficence of that king, and the manners of the ‘mo- 
gulfiuns. Toil. fadh. Pe ieee atte 
EMELLI having refolved, ever fince his firft 
fetting out, to, fee the court and. camp of _ 
the great mogul, without ‘regarding danger or ex- 
pence, in order to it, he hired a begarine to cars 
ry his provifions for fome days, and utenfils for 
dreffing of meat, being fure to find. nothing by 
the way; and’as the begarine could not fpeak the 
language of the moguls, he likewife hired a boy of 
Golconda;, who, ‘befides his mother tongue, had 
learned Portuguefe. . This done, he committed his 
baggage to'F. Hippolito Vifconti,.defiring him, dus 
ring his abfence,’ to change. his’ money into pieces 
of eight, to ferve him when he came. back in: his 
yoyage.to; Chinas-a-cy ody poyrt rit br Sage aka 
. Friday the 4th, the interpreter and porter com- 
ing to tell him all was. ready, he fet out, leaving 
his own fervant’ in the monaftery. | The pafs of 
Daugi, where he was to take boat for Ponda, was 
ftopt by order of the archbifhop, who governing” 
during the vice-roy’s abfence, had directed that no 
perfon fhould pafs into the infidels country, with- 
out his particular leave; but as. fodn as Gemelli 
{poke to him, he gave him a, pafs, under his own 
hand. Having croffed the channel, they flayed a. 
long while in a cottage belonging to the guards,: 
there being neither man nor beaft to, be found, to 
carry the baggage of an Armenian and a Moor who’ 
had joined him; at laft feeing night draw on, they

There Gemelli 
found a fmall camp of the mogul’s forces, and among 
them Francis de Mirando, who received him very 
civilly, Thefe: troops came»that fame day from 
Bichiolin with the divan, ‘or receiveriof the king’s 
revenue at Ponda. Seven hundred horfe and foot. 
{tood at their arms before the divan’s tent, and two 
companies of fixteen gentiles, each danced con- 
fufedly to the found of drums, fifes, and trumpets. 
The divan, who was a grey headed old man about - 
fixty years of age, mounted a horfeback, with a 
pair of kettle drums.a horfeback. before him, ano- 
ther pair of kettle drums on a camel, anda medly . 
of horfe and foot naked, who went ina diforderly 
manner like fo many goats. The divan being: 
come to a tent ere¢ted for that-purpofe, he alight- 
ed, and faluting the king’s meffenger, who brought 
him a veft, and a commiffion to take poffeffion of 
the government of the lower fort of Ponda, he’ 
put on the chira himfelf on his head, whilft the 
melflenger held the fath to him. Then the latter 
took a veft of grey filk with gold ftripes, and put — 
it on the divan, and then two fafhes about his neck, 
his f{cymiter hanging by his fide... The divan laid 
his hand on the ground five times, and as.often on 
his head in thankfgiving to the king, who had ho- 
noured him with that prefent. It was faid this. 
honour coft him twenty thoufand rupees, or two 
thoufand five hundred pound, which he fent to the 
fecretary, who paffed the commiffion, as the grand 
mogul himfelf never writes to his fubjects. : 

The city of Ponda is made up of cottages and 
mud houfes, feated in the mid{t of many moun — 
tains.

' Thefe omrahs command each. his own troops, 
without being fubordinate to another, only obey- 
ing a lieutenant of the king when he is abfent. 
Many Frenchmen belonging to the army, faid it 
was a diverfion to ferve the mogul, becaufe they 
that will not fight, or do not keep their guards, 
are only punifhed by lofing that day’s pay, that 
they are convicted of having tranfgreffed.

‘Encouraged by this fuccefs, Li, the captain of the 
robbers, affamed the title of emperor, and marched

men. Having debauched many of the people to 
his intereff, the gates were thrown open, tho’ there 


awas itr the’city a garrifon of feventy thoufand men. 
‘The emperor, not knowing of any thing that had 
happened, was then mortifying himfelf with ‘faft- 
ing among his bonzes, but underftanding by the 
fudden approach of the enemy that he was be- 
‘trayed, he retired into his garden and hanged himi- 
felf, at the’age of thirty-fix; and with him the em- 
pire arid all the family, to the number ‘of eighty 5 
thoufand, all perifhed by degrees. | a 
LLe having thus fecured the capital city, \narehed | 
ears the Chinefe general, who ftill oppofed hitn:, 
with) an army’of fixty thoufand men.

The city Manila is the feat of government for

verned. For fpirituals, there is an archbifhop at. 


Manila: chofen by the king. As for the inquifition, 
there is a commiffary appointed by that court at 


Mexico. For the temporal government there is. 


a governor, with the title of captain-general, whofe 
authority lafts eight years, and four judges and a 


folicitor for life. ‘This court does not only receive 
appeals from the common magiftrates of the city, 
but from all the iflands. The governor’s falary | 
is thirteen thoufand three hundred pieces of eights.

Thefe poor 
people in general prefer any thing: to cover them, 
anda few neceflaries, to money. Nh 

Of thefe iflands we need not fay much, they being 
already fufficiently known; they are ten in number, 
but only fix of them, viz.'St. Jago, St. Nicolas, 
_ Bonavift, St. Antonio, Bravamayo, and Fuego, fo 
called from. its volcano, are inhabited... St. Jago 
and St. Nicolas are the moft populous, the former 
is the feat of the governor, ‘and befides the capital, 
_ which is a bifhop’s fee, and’ bears the fame ‘name 
with the ifland, here is‘a large town, faid to con- 
tain five hundred houfes and upwards ; it is called 
Ribera Grande, and has a good harbour. The 
foil is but indifferent ; fome corn and grapes thrive 
in the vallies, and the principal commodities are 
indigo, fugar, tobacco, and goat-fkin, from which 
ismade the fine maroquin leather. Their goats 
are fat and well-tafted; they yean once in four 
months, bringing forth three’ or four kids each 
* time. Tf Gk ee ‘4 
~ Many fhips take in yearly a lading of falt in the 
ifland of. Mayo, where it is produced naturally by 
_the-fun operating on the fea-water. 

» The ifland of St. Vincent isa better road for 
fhipping than St. Jago; it abounds with Guinea hens, 
-cutlews; and various forts of fea-fowls. The only 
game that fome of the Duke’s people, who went 
afhore for that purpofe, could ftart, was a wild 
als, which, tho’ wounded, efcaped, after having 
led them a moft fatiguing chace. This ifland was 
formerly inhabited, and had a governor of its own, 
but it has-been deferted for fome years, except by. 
a few negroes, who live by catching tortoifes and. 
wild goats. The land is mountainous and barren, . 
_ nor can much be faid in praife of its air; great. 
"part of it is over-run with wood, which‘is fit for’

“rained all day fo hard that the men could not work ; 
‘and about four in the afternoon captain. Courtnay 

-put feveral hands, whom he had remarked as being 

generally moft forward in mutiny, into. irons for 

Aifobeying command. Inthe evening it cleared up, 

,and.a-pinnace ‘with captain Cooke and lieutenant 
Pope was difpatched to Angre de Reys,. called. by 
the Portuguefe Noftra Seniora de la Conceptione, .2 
‘village about three leagues diftant, with a prefent 

of butter.and cheefe to the governor, and a requeft 
of his friendfhip.. As they came near the fhore, 

the inhabitants miftaking them for French, fired 
on. them feveral times, but did them no damage, 
entreating their pardon when they difcovered their 
imiftake; and a friar, who entertained them very 
civilly, for the governor was gone to. Rio de Ja- 
neiro, a city twelve leagues farther off, told them 
they had very lately been emai and abufed by 
the French. 
On the 22d of O&ober, feral of the inhabi- 
‘tants. came off from. the town. in canoes, bringing 
With. them limes, fowl, corn, &c. which they ex- 
changed for trifling neceffaries : to thefe captain 
“Rogers and Courtenay: behaved with’ much civility, 
‘promifing a handfome gratuity to fuch of them as 
fhould fecure any. of their. men who. might: de- 
‘fert. There are feveral gold mines up the country, 
to! work. wherein -a Portuguefe veffel, that came 
to anchor! shere-on. the: 23d, ,brought:a -cargoe_of 
_Regros.; our pinnace was fitted out and armed to 
“enquire whence the came; to which gueftion her 
€aptain gave a very fatisfactory anfwer, and fent a 
Bots of {weetmeats, and fome, wery, fine. fugar, .as.a

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prefent-to the Englifh commanders. The Portu- 
guefe are very careful in concealing their gold, and 
the roadsleadingto their mines,from all other nations, _ 
fome of them affirming it to beajourney that would _ 
take up a-month, others-but fifteen or twenty days 
from Sanetas, the fea-port town, to thefe vaft fources _ 
-of wealth. Some French buccaneers, that not long — 
before this time ‘had put in here to water, in lefs 
than a month feized above twelve hundred pounds 
weight of gold in boats, for the land road leading 
from the mines to Rio-Janero is very bad, and al- 
-moft impaffable, = 
- The 24th of this month, as the fhips were clean- 
ing, Meffrs. Dover and Vanbrugh went: pleafuring — 
‘in the pinnace, and returned with a creature that 
ftunk intolerably; the fkin of it was all fur, ftuck © 
full of quills or fharp prickles like a hedge-hog, ~ 
and its head was like a monkey’s« The Portuguefe, — 
among ‘whom were three or four Francifcan friars, — 
“who. came very civilly to the fide of the fhips, af- — 
‘firmed it to be delicious food, the bad {mell arifing — 
only from the fkin; however, none of the failors — 
“were fufficiently fharpfet to try it. . 

‘The 25th, two men deferted from the Duchefs, — 
but were fo terrified by the noife made by the mon- © 
4Asies and baboons in ‘the woods, which they mif-_ 
‘took for the howling of tygers, that:in: the night — 
‘they ran as far as they could into the water, hail- 
ing the fhip, and praying to be taken on board 
again. ‘Two Irifhmen, by name Michael Jones and — 
James Brown got off from the Duke, the fame day 
“4nto the woods, but were furprized upon the ftrand, © 
where they waited for a Portuguefe canoe to carry” 
them elfewhere, in two days after, and being brought _ 
‘before captain Rogers, that gentleman gave them 
a fharp reprimand, had them feverely whipped, and 
afterwards laid in irons. | _ 
5 . The ; 
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. The day before thefe fellows were re-taken, the 
pinnace and yawl were difpatched after a canoe, 
in which the captain fufpected they lurked, as it 
_{cuded away very hard to efcape; the former fired, 
at her, and wounded one of the Indians.that,rowed. 
her, who died in about two hours afters, he, that 
fteered was afriar, who, ran the canoe afhore,,and 
efcaped into the woods ; ; but he was brought, back 
by another Portuguefe, who told him they were 
Englifh. The boats crew were brought on board 
the Duke, and. civilly entertained: by captain, Ro- 
gers: however, the friar was not -to, be. confoled 
for the lofs of his: flave, and. fome gold which he 
had: got: by vifiting the mines, and either loft in 
this buftle, or buried inthe place. on which he had 
aan the canoe: however, he threatened to feek re- 
drefs in Portugal or elfe in England. 

The 27th, captain Rogers, captain Courtenay, 
and fome other officers, went in their boat to Angre 
de Reys, to fee a proceffion held in honour of the 
«<onception of the Virgin Mary. The Portuguefe 
governor treated them with great politenefs, and 
defired that their mufic, which confifted of two 
trumpets and a hautboy, might be permitted to af- 
fift at divine fervice inftead of. an organ, which 
-requeft was granted. When church was over, 
the muficians, who were by this time made half 
drunk, marched’ at the head of the proceffion, 
wherein were born lamps of incenfe; a hoft; and 
an image of the holy Virgin, adorned with flowers 
and wax candles, fupported ona bier by four | 
-tnen; to which pageant fucceeded the guardian of 
the convent, followed by about forty priefts and 
friars, the governor of the town, captain Rogers, 
‘captain Courtenay, and the other officers of the 
ships, each of whom, out of complaifance, carried 
a wax 4 ae the rear was clofed by fome junior 


H 6 priefts, 
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priefts, and the principal inhabitants, every one 
with his confecrated candle. When the ceremony 
was over, there was a handfome entertainment 
provided for the Englifh gentlemen at the convent, 


and another by the governor, at the guard-houfe, | 


where there were then quartered twenty men, with 
a lieutenant and an enfign ; for the governor’s re- 
fidence was three miles farther off, 


The town of Angre de Reys confifts of about — 


fixty low houfes, covered with palmetto leaves, 
poorly built, and worfe furnifhed; perhaps they 
had fecreted their beft moveables, as they had‘ been 
fo lately ravaged by the French. Here are two 
churches, and a monaftery of Francifcans, neat, 


decent, and plainly furnithed. The fathers had 
fome black cattle, of none of which they chofe'to — 


difpofe. | 


The Duke now fell down tothe entrance of Gtande | 


by the fide of the Duchefs, and then the boat went 


back to the town for liquor, and an invitation to — 


the principal gentlemen to come on board, «which 


they did, and were extremely merry; ‘in their cups 
they toafted the Pope’s health ; and captain Rogers, —

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zons is the northern boundary of that country, and 
of prodigious confequence to trade, a few words 
relative to its fituation and courfe, as well as to 
the different nations inhabiting its banks, will not, 
it is hoped, be thought fuperfluous, or an imperti- 
nent introduction. : 

The river of Amazons is certainly one of the 
greateft in the world; it derived its name from a 
fierce and warlike fort of women, not unlike the 
famous female warriors of old, formerly fuppofed to 
have inhabited its banks; but who, from the moft 
accurate accounts, appear to have exifted only in fan- 
‘cy, and the {tory of them was perhaps an invention 
of the natives, calculated to deter the Spaniardsfrom 
penetrating farther into the country: it takes its rife 
at the foot of the Cordiileras, or chain of moun- 
tains. eight or ten leagues eaft of Quito in Peru, and 
after a meandring courfe of eighteen hundred 
leagues, empties itfelf into the Atlantic ocean by 
eighty-four different mouths. 

After the-excurfion made by Gonzalo, the bro- 
ther of Francis Pizarro, over the {ftupendous moun- . 
tains that bound the province of Los Quixos to 
the northward ; he found the cold fo intolerable, 
that he was obliged to leave his cattle, together 
with the beft part of his baggage and provifion, be- 
hind him, and to ftrike into the valley of Zumaque, 
from whence he purfued his way to. the province 
of Coca, the cacique of which was very kind to 
him, furnifhing him with as much provifion as he 
could poffibly amafs, and afluring him, at the fame 
time, that if he either embarked on the river, which 
watered thefe plains, or coafted along it, it would 
in a fhort {pace bring him into one of the moft plen- 
tiful, as well as one of the richeft countries the fun 
ever fhone upon, the inhabitants of it being covered, 


with plates of gold. 
This 
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This information was fufficient to ftimulate Gon- | 
zalo in his progrefs, his fole view being, if poffible, 
to make himfelf as confiderable as his brother, by 
new difcoveries and conquefts. Having made the — 
cacique a prefent of a fine fword, in return for 
his civility, he put himfelf at the head of his ca- 
valry, and began his march by the fide of the river 
Coca, the country every where round him appear- 
ing like a fecond paradife: but, alas! this was 
but a tranfitory fcene: the face of things began 
foon to change; the verdure and woodlands de- 
generated into fands and defarts, and the roads to 
grow craggy and uneven, croffed often by rivulets, 
over which they were obliged to fwim, whereby 
his people were confiderably haraffed, having no 
canoes, nor being able to find either fords, inha- 
bitants, or, what was ftill worfe, provifions for more 
than forty-three days. At the end of this fpace 
of time, they arrived at a part of the river where 
it was but twenty feet wide, the ftream being 
preffed by a rock on each fide, thro’ which it pre- 
cipitated into a valley from a height of two hun- 
dred fathoms. Over this water-fall Gonzalo con- 
trived to throw a bridge, the admirable ftructure 
whereof has met with prodigious encomiums from 
many ,Spanifh hiftorians;, and, on it he paffed his 
troops. to the oppofite fhore; but the profpect did 
not at.all mend from the change; the country wore 
the fame defart face, without admitting even a hope 
of an improvement, while the wants of his compa- 
any daily encreafed, and_provifions grew more and 
more {carce. 3 . 
_.. This chain. of difappointments induced him to 
fet his people to work upon building a brigantine, 
for the eafier carriage of his fick men down the 
Mtream, and with them he alfo embarked all his 
baggage, provifions, and gold, with fifty foldiers 
by way of guard, all under the command of Fran- 
‘ Cis 
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cis Orellana, a-man'of a good family in Truxillo, — 


in Old Spain, whom he ftrictly charged never to 
lofefight of the main body ‘of adventurers, but 
to make the fame fhore every: night, and repair 


tothe camp.» He obeyed his general’s orders for 


fome time ‘very exactly, till, upon circumftances 
growing: worfe and worfe, he was commanded :to 


fail down the river in fearch of provifions and ins * 


habitants; agreeable to which injun@tions he launch 
ed into the middle of the ftream, and was, by its 
rapidity, in three days, carried more than three 
hundred. leagues, without ufing either fails or oars: 
He:arrived at length in another river, much larger; 
but not fo fwift, the courfe of which: he followed 
for more than a day; at the end of. which {pace; 
finding it widen {till more, he determined’ within 
himfelf to trace it to the fea, never once remems 
bering either duty, gratitude, or the diftrefled (4 
tuation of his general, nor yet paying any regard 


to the remonftrances made him on that head by fea 


veral of his people, to whom he reprefented:the 
impoffibility of failing up the {pace which, in a féw 
days they had come down, in lefs than many months, 
as well as the probability of the general’s coming 
up with them on the banks of this ‘new river) 
which, faid he, his excellency could not poffibly mifs + 
however, he was ftrongly oppofed in his defign 
of proceeding, by Gafpar de Carvajal.afriar, and 
‘Ferdinand Sanches de Vargas, who formed a divis 
‘fion in this little veffel, and would have fucceeded 
in’ their defign of returning to Gonzalo with 
the provifions: they had gathered, had not: Orella< 
na broke the party by fetting Ferdinand afhorein 
a moft dreary wikdernefs, bounded! on) onev fide by 
very high hills, on the other by a broad river, leav- 
ng him neither arms nor provifions, and it is very. 
probable he expired. for want: he had: more pru- 


dence than to treat the ftiar in this manner, oniacs 


count 
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eount of his habit ; but he intimated to him, that 
prefuming to fathom the intentions of his comman- 
der would be attended with a fevere chaftifement. 
_ Having in this manner fmothered the intended 
revolt of his people, he began to explain to them 
‘his intentions, by telling them, fortune had, as it 
were, led them on to one of the greateft and moft 
idefirable difcoveries ever made in the Indies, viz. 
the great river whereon they now failed, which 
rifing in Peru, and running from weft to eaft, forms 
ed undoubtedly a paffage from the fouthern to the 
northern fea, by the fineft channel in: the world, 
opening to them an opportunity of reaping a har- 
weft of wealth, which the adjacent countries would 
* certainly afford, and which to think of fharing with 
any others, would be injuftice done to them all, 
by giving away thofe favours wherewith heaven 
feemed to indulge them particularly. Thefe were 
arguments that not only quieted all the murmurs 
of his people, but alfo inflamed each individual of 
them: with a fhare of that ambition and avarice 
_ which warmed his own breaft. 

His neceffities foon after forcing him afhore, for 
feven of his men died thro’ want, they having been 
_ obliged to feed upon the leather they had on board, 
a defperate fkirmih enfued between, him and the 
natives, who fought with long fhields, bows and 
arrows, in which however he got fo much the:bet- 
_ ter, that-he brought off a confiderable quantity of 
_ provifions, but was’ purfued till he paffed the fron- 
tiers of this country, which is called Machiparo, 
by eight thoufand Indians in an hundred and» thirty 
canoes: eighteen of hismen were wounded i in: this 
fray, but they foon: recovered. Bax 

Having refted: three ‘days in’ a town; atea ene 
diftance from this country, which the inhabitants 
had abandoned, ‘he again launched into the middle

In his paflage- 
he landed at many towns, one of them particu: 
larly was furrounded with a wall of timber, and 
_ afforded him. plenty of fine fith; in another he 
found only women, among whom he had fome no- 
tion of taking up his quarters at Jeaft for’ a ‘while, 
when their hufbands, who had been out upon fome 
expedition, returned with the evening, and attack- 
ing Orellana, forced him to take refuge on board 
his brigantine, in which he continued his voyage, 
and faw, as he paffed, many great towns, with 
paved roads, planted with fruit-trees ; and attempt- — 
ing to land, he was oppofed by the natives; but their 
leader being killed, the followers difperfed, leav- 
‘ing Orellana at liberty to carry off whatever pro- 
vifions he could find. lait be ae . 

' He now received frequent informations of white 
people inhabiting hereabouts, whom, by the de- 
{criptiou given of them) he believed 'to bé Spaniards, 
When hevhad failed, according to the beft compu- 
tation he could make, near fourteen hundred leagues, 
without having any profpe& of the fea, he was 
attacked one night that he encamped afhore by a* 
large body of the natives, headed by twelve white 

women, 
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women, of an athletic fize, who fought with great 
refolution, till feyen. of them fell; and then the reft 
fled. with their. followers. ei 
dt) is very probable thefe women were no more 
than the wives of the. generals of thefe people, 
fince, it, ig, common) in the Indies for the women 
tie . 
to accompany .their. lords to: the, field; as well as 
to engage in battle by their fides upon an emer- 
gency.. This little incident, however, worked fo 
ftrongly. on the romantic brain of our Spaniard, 
that he conjured up a {tate of female warriors, in- 
habiting the banks of this river, of whom he gave 
a very formal account; but as this nation has been 
invifible to. all other travellers, there is’no proba- 
bility. of its having exifted any where, but in the 
fruitful fancy of Orellana; and. this river, which. 
would otherwife have been diftinguifhed to his im- 
mortal honour by his name, was from henceforward 
called the River.of Amazons. 64 3) bow 
_In.a country wherein he arrived on St. John’s 
day, which he therefore particularized by the name 
of that faint, he had a fkirmith with the natives, 
whereby he. loft feveral of his men, and his chap- 
lain had one of his eyes thruft out with a fpear.

_ him in.canoes, having drums, trumpets, and other

YNHE ill fuccefs of Orellana did not prevent 
others from following his fteps. John It, 

of Portugal, to which kingdom by treaty belonged 
all fuch land as lay between the river de la Plata, 
_ and the mouth of the Orellana, fent thither Lewis 
de Melo with ten fhips, eight of which he loft at 
the mouth of the river, and with the two others’ 
went to the ifland of St. Margaret to refit, where 
he was deferted by moft of his men, and all his: 
defigns fell confequently to the ground. | . 
Some gentlemen of New Grenada afterwards 
tried their luck here without any fuccefs. But 
_ thefe difappointments had no effect upon Pedro de’: 
Orfua, a Navarefe, whofe birth and education were 
both 
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both good, his courage unqueftioned, and of hig 
prudence he had given many proofs. This gentle. 
man weighed his undertaking well before he put — 
it in €xecution ; and when he publifhed it, fo uni-" 
verfally was he beloved, and fo great was his res 
putation, that people of all ranks fubferibed*libe= 
rally towards the fupport of it, and foldiers ‘of ~ 
tried valour repaired from every quarter to’ inlift 
under his banners. . ie : 
' He departed from Cufco anno 1560, with feven 
kundred foldiers, and a° good number of’ horfés,’ 
attended by the prayers and acclamations of all’ the 
inhabitants. Never did any expedition, fet on foot 
in thefe countries bid fairer for fuccefs; his plans’ 
were laid fo judicioufly, thathad he not been ruined 
by treachery, he and his followers had reaped : 
immortal honour, as well as acquired immenfe! — 
riches.

In his train was a young Spaniard named’ 
Ferdinand de Guzman, and one Lopez D’Aquira,: 
an ill-looking Bifcayner, whom he made his enfign 
thefe two wretches ‘falling in ‘love with his lady, 
who was a noble example of conjugal fidelity, and 
followed her hufband every where, engaged fome 
part of his army to revolt ; in the confufion poor 
Orfua fell by the hand of an aflaffin.. Whether'or 
no the gratification of their luft was the confés — 
quence of this murder, hiftory does not fay; but’ 
it informs us that Ferdinand deGuzman immediatcly 
affumed the title of king, which mock dignity he” 
enjoyed a very fhort time; for he was privately” 
killed by thofe very perfons who ‘had raifed him, 
and Lopez D’Aquira fucceded him, who ftraight-— 
way gave his followers to’ underftand, that his in- 
tention was to poffefs himfelf of Guiana, Peru, and 
of New Grenada, the riches of which countries 
fhould be divided, he faid, among them, 

Never 
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Never was {way more bloody nor tyrannical than 
that exercifed by Lopez; wherefore he is even at 
this day cremembred by the Spaniards ander the 
name of the Tyrant. . Being himfelf meanly ‘born, 
he had a fort of innate-antipathy to’ gentry, and 
murdered almoft all who could pretend to that tank 
in his army, keeping continually about hima band 
of ruffians, by way of body-guards, and becoming 
fo jealous of his new dignity, as well as fearful of 
his lite, that if any of his people only talked to- 
gether ‘privately, he fufpected them of plotting. 
againft him, and had them immediately taken off 
by treachery : nor did even the women efcape his 
cruelty ; for feveralof them, whom the fatigue of 
“travelling weakened and difordered, he abandoned 
to the favage mercy of the natives, helplefs and un- 
provided of every neceflary. . ! 
He embarked in Orfua’s veffel, upon the.river 
-Coca, which foon brought him into the River 
Amazon, the current whereof, he not being able 
to mafter it, carried him forceably into the great 
channel leading to the North Cape, from whence. 
he failed to the ifland of Margaretta, the place 
where he landed being fill called the Tyrant’s Port. 
‘Here the governor miftaking him for one of the 
hing’s fervants, treated him with great refpect and 
hofpitality. The return which he made thereto, 
was to murder not only his excellency himfelf, but 
alfo his father and all his friends; and then, with 
the affiftance of John Burg, another villain, rava- 
ged the whole ifland, committing the moft horrid 
_barbarities, as well in the ifland of Cumana as here; 
from whence paffing over to the coaft of Carracca, 
he laid it wafte, together with all the provinces 
lying upon the river Venezaello and Baccho.

YT is not yet certainly known whether California _ 
{ ‘be an ifland, or’ joins to the continent. Some — 
of the Spaniards failed as far up betwixt California 
and the main, as latitude forty-two north, where 
meeting with fhoal water, and abundance of — 
iflands, they durft not ‘venture ‘any further. “In | 
all probability, ‘it joins to the continent a little 
further to the northward; ‘for fhoal -water and 
iflands is a'géneral fign of the contiguity of main 
jand. But the Spaniards having more tetritories in 
this part of the ‘world than they know how to ma- 
nage, they are indolent in. purfuit of further dif 
SOVETICS. ; bah . Se ote een 
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* Some old draughts join California to the land 
of Jeflo. ‘The Dutch fay they formerly took a 
‘Spanifh veffel in thofe feas, which had failed round 
‘California, and found it to bean ifland; but this — 
tory cannot be depended on. There is no certain 
account of its fhape or bignefs. “The Jand is for 
the moft part mountainous, barren, and fandy, 
-producing nothing but a few fhrubs and bufhes, 
which afford fome fruit; and berries of feveral 
forts. The country about fifteen leagues to the 
‘north, is covered with tall trees, The Spaniards 
talk of feveral good harbours in this country, but 
“the Englith have not found them ; from the quanti- 
_ty of fmoak arifing in different parts, one'may judge 
‘that the inhabitants are very numerous. An- 
‘choring ground, in the deep water of the bay is 
very indifferent : upon the whole, it is a very bad 
recruiting place. The buccaneers, during their 
ftay here, found the air ferene, pleafant, and 
healthy, with light gales of wind, little rain, 
heavy dews, and the nights rather cool than other- 
wile. 
me "Ie ates of which they faw about three hun- 
dred, were ftrait and tall, with large limbs,‘ and 
‘of a. much. blacker complexion than any .other 
‘people i in the South-Seas. Their hair long, black, 
and ftrait, hung down to their thighs. . The men 
were ftark naked, and the women had a covering 
of leaves over their privities, or little clouts made 
of filk grafs, or the fkins of birds and beafts. 
Both fexes appeared to be miferably old: and 
“wrinkled : it is fuppofed _ they were afraid to tet 
any of their. young ones come in ‘fight ; but if a 
judgment | may be formed from the fample, this 
was a needlefs apprehenfion, for AREY. could ‘have 
offered but little temptation, :

They have .no 
Poats.or canoes among them, nor any other failing

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craft, but bark-logs which they fteer with paddles, 
They gave one of the natives a fhirt, but he foon 
tore it in pieces, and gave it to the reft of his 
company to put the feeds in, which they ufed for 
bread... Captain Rogers faw no utenfils for :cook- _ 
ery about them ; for they bury their fifth in'a heap 
of fand, and make a fire over ‘it till they think it — 
fit for eating. The freth water here is very good, — 


and -they have abundance of famphire. They 


make a fire in the middle of their huts, which are 
very low and fmoaky ; and this fire they produce 
by rubbing ‘two dry fticks againft each other, as ~ 
is cuftomary among the wild Indians, 
The entrance into the harbour may be known — 
by four high rocks, which look like the Needles at 
theIfle of Wight, ‘as you come from the weftward; 
the two weftermoft are in form of fugar-loaves. 
The innermoft has an atch like a bridge, thro’. 
which the fea makes its way. In the deepeft part 
‘of the bay, you may anchor from ten to twenty, — 


or twenty-five fathom water.

_ fide_of- northern America, ‘as fat as it is known. |

‘Their moft remarkable plant is, that called ma- 
guey, which abounds in this country, and. fome 
‘of it. grows in the Maria iflands; of the juice. 
the Spaniards. and natives make a {mall wine, &c. 
and, of the leaves and other parts. they make 
cordage, thread, and cloth, for facks and: fhirts. 
They have great and {mall cattle, and fowl in fuch 
plenty, that. they frequently kill them only for the 
{kins and feathers, ‘They have alfo, excellent hor- 
fes.of the beft Spanifh breed. ae As 
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places they have continued rains’ almoft for eight or 
nine months in the year, and are much’ infefted — 
with ferpents, mofkettos, and other infects, ‘efpe- : 
cially near the torrid zone. 

We fhall not pretend to give the hiftory of their” 
Kings, becaufe it would puzzle the ableft critics to” 
diftinguith betwixt truth and falfhood. ‘The’Spa- 
nifh authors fay, the kings of’ Mexico were very’ 
potent; that they had twenty-five or thirty petty” 
kings their tributaries; that their ordinary seid 
-ufually confifted of two ‘or three thoufand men ;) _ 
and that on occafion they could raifé two or three’ 

_ hundred thoufand; that their palaces were mag- 

nificent, their temples fumptuous, and their wor- 
ihip barbarous, it being ufual for them to facrifice’ — 
their enemies, and fometimes' their own fabjects. 

“The natives of Old-Mexico fay, they are not*of 
that race of people, but that’ their anceftors'‘came 
from. divers nations, who inhabited the northern: 
parts of the continent, and particularly that called 
New Mexico. It was a long time before they’ 
united into one monarchy ; for Montezuma,* who 
reigned when Fernando Cortez invaded'them; ‘was 
only the ninth in their catalogue. ‘The divifions’ _ 
among the natives,’ and the hatred which'the neigh- 
bouring princes bore to their kings,.'made 'the con-’ 
queft of Mexico much eafier to the Spaniards than 
they expected; fo that in the bifhopric of Los 
Angeles, &c. there are many thoufands of Indi- 
ans exempted from extraordinary taxes, béecaufe 
their anceftors affifted the deta in’ siehie conqueft 
of the country. <

“among thefe was a clock-maker from ‘Dover, ‘his 
name was Thomas Bull, and he was well fettled°in

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CHAP. XI, 

A defcription of Peru and Chili, &c. 
PSERU, properly fo called, is about a thoufand 
leagues long, but the breadth varies from one 
hundred to three hundred leagues. .The bett 
known part of it lies on the South-Sea, and is di- 
vided into three audiences Quito; in the north, 
Lima in the middle, and La Plata in the fouth. 
‘The air of Quito is temperate, tho’ under the 
line: the foil is fruitful, abounding with cattle and 


corn, and affording mines of gold, filver, quick- 


filver, and copper ; alfo emeralds and many fpecies 


of medicinal drugs. The audience of Lima is . 


moft noted, becaufe of its capital of the fame 
name, being the refidence of the viceroy of Peru. 

_ This country abounds with mines of gold, fil. 
ver, quick-filver, vermillion, and falt. The filver 
mines of Potofi are much decayed, yet it is faid 
‘the'king of Spain receives from them. annually two 
millions of crowns, or four hundred thoufand 
pounds fterling, for his fifth. | 


_. The Spanifh writers in general fay, that forthe 


{pace of five hundred leagues, reckoning from Tun- 
_ bez to Chili, it never thunders, lightens, ‘nor rains; 
_but the want of this is fupplied by great dews, 


fo that they have as good corn and fruit, and par- 


ticularly wheat, about Truxillo, as in any part of 
the world. i 


In the valleys near the fea, the climate is hot, 


“but tempered with breezes from. the ocean and 


mountains. In the hilly part, far into the country, - 


it is winter and very rainy, when it is fummer in 
the plains; tho’ in the fame latitude. The pro- 


ducts

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duéts beafts and birds, are much the fame with 
thofe of the other parts of the South-Sea coaft. 

They have their cordage, cotton, cloth, pitch, 
and tar from Chili and Rio Lezo in Mexico; and 
tho’ the country abounds with provifion, it is al- 
ways dear near the mines, becaufe there hufbandry 
is neglected. ‘The cordage is made of coarfe filk 
grafs, which is very tough, drawing {mall when 
ftrained, but growing twice as big when flacked. 

Captain Stradling, who had been formerly a pri- 
foner here, told captain Rogers he faw feveral of 


the Spaniards at Lima, who had been. prifoners to 


him, and they all acknowledged that they had 


. been treated very civilly. The gold mines are moft 


of them in the north parts betwixt Panama and the 
equinoctial line. © Ho a 
Before the French traded to Peru round Cape 
Horne, there was a confiderable commerce from 
Panama to all the ports of the South-Sea; but fince 
that time, they have had fuch a glut of European 


‘goods, that the trade is fcarce worth following, 
‘The Spaniards have a great many fhips and {mall 


veffels belonging to the feveral ports of Peru, 


which are chiefly imployed in carrying timber, falt, 


falt-fith, wine, brandy, oil, and other commodi- 
ties from one part of the coaft to another, without 
which they could not well fubfift; for this coun- 


_ tty is faid to be more populous and better inhabited 


_ than Mexico. They make woollen cloth of feveral 


forts; captain Rogers faw fome made at Quito, 


worth about eight fhillings per yard, fold there for 


five dollars. The Indians likewife make a coarfe 


fort of cotton cloth, but the French furnith them 
better and cheaper. 


The Spanith fettlements in Peru, as well as in 


Mexico and Chili, are not fo full of Indians as 


formerly ; for many of them are gone to remote 


parts, and live in colonies by themfelves, to avoid 


flavery 
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flavery and “taxes, for they were obliged to pay 
from eight to fourteen dollars per head yearly to 
the king; which tax is now confiderably leffened 
by the removal of fo many natives. 
The Spaniards in Peru are very profufe in their 
cloathing and equipage, and affect to wear the moft 
_ coftly things that can be purchafed ; fo that thofe 
who trade hither with commodities of this fort, 
may be {ure to have the greateft fhare of their 
wealth. PME EE Re Sap eae 
Chili lies neareft to thofe who fhall think fit to 
attempt a trade from England to the South-Sea. 
Father Ovalle, a native of Chili, agrees with our 
‘maps, in placing it fartheft fouth of any part of 
America, on that called the South or Pacific Sea. 
“He bounds it with Peru on the north, the Streights — 
of Magellan on the fouth, Paraguay, and Pata- — 
gonia on the eaft, and the ’South-Sea on the weft. 
He begins it at fouth latitude twenty-five, and ex- 
‘tends it to latitude fifty-nine, which is near five 
Hundred leagmesy: 7512) <6 Burne rT Biel ee 
The breadth of it varies, and the broadeft part — 
from eaft to weft he makes about one hundred and 
fifty leagues, tho’ Chili, properly fo called, isnot 
above twenty or thirty leagues’ broad, from the 
"chain of mountains named Cordillera to'the South- 
Sea: but when the king of Spain ‘divided Ameri- 
ca into particular governments, he added to Chili 
the vaft plains of ‘Cufco, which ‘are. of an equal 
-Jength with, and twice as broad as Chiliitfelf. Fhe — 
country in general Ovalle places in the third, fourth, . 
and fifth climates; the longeft day in the third, is 
‘thirteen hours; and in’ the fifth, above fourteen. 
Almagro was the firft European who attempted a 
~conqueft of this country, ‘but it was never totally 
fubdued till the year 1640... The Spaniards, who 
have fufficiently experienced the valour of this 
Ay ES RY OTE people, | 
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people, treat them therefore with more civility 
than they do the reft of the Americans, | 

The Sanfons fay, that Chili, in, the language of 
the country, fignifies, cold ;. which is fo exceflive 
in the mountains called Sierra. Nevada, a part of 
the Cordillera, that it freezes men and cattle to 
death, and keeps their. corps from putrefaction ; 
fo that Almagro loft a.great many of his, men 
and horfes as, he paft thofe,mountains, of which 
march we have given fome; account in the fe- 
cond volume of this Colleétion of Voyages, under 
the article of the Conqueft of Peru. The val-. 
leys towards the fea are very healthy, .the. climate 
‘temperate, and the foil. fruitful, tho’ with fome 
difference, jas it lies nearer .or further from the 
‘equator ;; but the coafts are, {ubje&, to ftrong gales 
ofwinds: <aihroney& nics i, 

The country is divided, into three quarters, and 
thofe three into thirteen jurifdictions. . The quar- 
ter of Chili proper extends from the river Copiapo 
‘to that of Maule, and is hotter than Spain. The 
fecond quarter, called Imperial, reaches from the | 
river Maule to, that’ of ,Gallegos,. and much re- 
- fembles the climate.of Spain. The’ proximity of 
the mountains on one fide,, and of the fea on the 
other, makes it colder than otherwife it would be; | 
but it has warmth, enough to make it one of the 
beft countries in America. Cit Renan. ss 
_ Ovalle.tells us, that in Chili, properly fo called, 
the foil.and climate, exceed in goodnels thofe of 
any part.of Europe;,and this report is confirmed 
_by the confeffions of the Europeans themfelves : 
he fays, it is like the greateft part of Europe. in 
every thing except the oppofition of the feafons, 
- it being {pring and fummer in one, part, when jit 
“4s autumn and -winter in the other; but in the 
valleys the heat and cold. are not fo exceffive asin 
Europe, efpecially from latitude thirty-fix, or there- 
| | abouts, - 
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abouts, to: latitude forty-five; fo that neither the! 


heat of the day, nor the cold: of the nightcan be’ 


complained of : from hence it is that’ the inhabi-. 
- tants make no difference between the fummer and 
the winter in their bedding and cloaths. He adds, 
that they are not troubled here with lightning, and 
feldom hear thunder, except at a great diftance. 
They have no ftorms of hail im the fpring, and: 


feldom above two or three rainy days together in _ 


the winter, after which the {ky is ferene. The 
north winds bring on clouds and rain, and the 


fouth winds clear the fky.. They have no poifon- 


ous or ravenous creatures, except a {mall fort of. 
lions, which fometimes prey on their flocks, but 
always fly from men; nor are thefe lions nume- 
rous, there being only a few of them in the“woods 
and defarts. He obferves, as a peculiar property 
of the air of Chili, that no buggs will live in it, 
tho’ they fwarm in Cufco, on the other fide of 


the mountains. From the whole he infers, that | 
there is nocountry in America fo agreeable to Eu-— 


ropean conftitutions as Chili, the air and provi- 


fions being fo like their own. The {pring begins —

middle. of F ebruary, the autumn ° continues’: to 
the middle of May, and the winter to the mid- 
dle’ of Auguft.

Fruits and feeds brought hither from Europe thrive 
well, but thofe of Mexico and Peru do not fucceed.. 
Here are all forts of Englifh fruits, in. fach abun- 
dance, that everyone may take what they pleafe; 
{fo that none is fold, except a fort of extraordinary 
large ftrawberries, which are cultivated with fome 


. littletrouble. They have oats, wheat; and maiz, in 


fuch plenty, that they are feldom in want of grain. 
Their paftures are fo.rich, and. their cattle, of all 
forts, foxnumerous, that. they do. not value the flefhy 
but falt the tongues and loins, and fend them to 
Peru with the hides. and tallow, which is a great) 


_ branch. of their trade... | 


They have ftore. of noble: and generous wines, 


_ both white and red; their vines are larger, and: 


their clufters. of grapes much bigger than any im 
Europe. They have alfo plenty of olives, groves of 
coco-trees, extending feveral leagues; almond-trees, 
and ftore of filk-grafs, which they ufe inftead of 
hemp ; fo that they furnifvall the coafts of the South- 
Sea. with cordage for their fhips, They have alfo 


great quantities. of annife and cummin-feed, falt,. 
flax, wool, leather, timber, pitch, amber; and,. ac- 


cording to Ovalle, merchants. upon the trade from 
hence to. other parts in the South Sea, but efpeci- 


‘ally to Lima, may gain from. one hundred to three: 


hundred per cent. profit. | 7

‘Ovalle fays ‘the gold mines are fo many, ‘that. _ 
from the confines of Peru to the ftreights of Ma- 
gellan, there is no part of the country’ without i 
them, ‘but they are not fo much noticed as in Pe-. 
ru; nor do they apply to working of the filver 
mines, becaufe thofe of gold are wrought with 
lefs charge... Gold is not dug here in fuch plenty 
fince the war betwixt the Spaniards and Arancanos ; : 
but the natives wait for the winter rains which wath > 
it'down from the mountains into rivers, ponds, ‘&c. , 
when they go into the water, feel’ out the grains: 
with their toes, and foon pick up as much as fup-_ 
plies their prefent neceffities’s thus fays our authors.

- The 
ftreams.run. with fuch. violence, and fo far below the!’ 
roads, that to.look down muft turm a weak head. » 
The afcents and, defcents are fo: fteep: that they are. 
difficult to. pafs on foot, but the irkfomenefs: of the 
way is alleviated by the beautiful. cafcades which. 
the water naturally. formsas it falls from the rocks: 
and mountains; and in fome of the valleys the water 
{prings up.toa great height, like fountains made by 
art among odoriferous plants and, fowers,. forming: 
a moft delightful profpeét, All thefe ftreams and. 
_ Aprings are fo very cool. that a man cannot hold his: 
hands in them above a minute. In fome places there. 
are hot fprings, good.againft many diftempers; which 
leave a green tin¢ture in the channels thro’ which 
they run. One of thefe rivers, called. Mendoca,. has _ 
a natural bridge of rock over: it, from. the vault 
of which hang feveral colleGted drops of water 
congealed, exhibiting various fhapes and colours. - 
This. bridge is broad enough for three or four 
carts to pafs abreaft. . There'is another bridge near 
this, called Yneas, laid ever, as fome fay, by art.

The firft particular river which runs from thefe 


“mountains is that which rifes in the confines of Pera, 
about twenty-five degrees fouth latitude. It is 


called the River of Salt becaufe it is fo falt that it 
cannot be drank, and petrifies whatever is thrown 


‘intor it. The fecond is Copiapo, which rifes in 


twenty-fix degrees latitude, runs twenty leagues from 
eaft to weft, and forms a bay and harbour at its en- 


‘trance into the fea. The third is Guafco, which 
“rifes in twenty-eight degrees latitude, and likewife 
forms a bay and harbour. The fourth is the river 
“Coquimbo, which rifes in thirty degrees latitude, 


forms a noble bay and a port, with beautiful myrtles 
and other trees on the bank, that make a noble and 
pleafant grove. ‘The fifth is Aconcagna, a large 
deep river that rifes about thirty-three degrees lati- 
tude, and runs thro’ feveral fruitful valleys. The 
fi xth i is Maypo, rifing about thirty-three and a half 
‘degrees latitude. It is fo rapid that it admits no 
‘bridge but one made of cables: it enters the fea 
‘with fo much force that its waters form an eddy, 


and are diftinguifhed a great way. Tt is brackith, 
“noted for excellent trouts, and its s banks afford mut- 


ton‘of a curious relifh. 

“Ovalle gives an‘account oF many remar ‘kable foun- 
tains in this country, both hot'and cold, and good 
‘againft ‘many diftempers. He fays that ‘there are 
fome falt lakes which bring in a great profit to the 
‘owners, becaufe their fifheries are more certain 
‘than thofe of the fea ; they furnith moft part of the 
‘enten fair to the inhabitants, and, in the hotfeafon, 


abundance of falt. 


“He adds, that in the valley of Lampa, near St, 
‘Jago, there | is an herb, about a foot high, refem- 
bling {weet bafil, ‘which in fummer is covered with 


; grains: of falt like ‘pearl, ‘having a finer flavour than 


any 
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any other falt.. The coaft, he fays, producés thell- 
‘fith in greater quantities than any-where elfe; as 
oyfters, which are. good eating, and, afford: fine 
pearls; choros, another fort of. fhell-fith, which 
‘alfo breeds pearl; monegues, which have two round 
thells, the infide of which refembles mother of - 
‘pearl. In fhort, the fea throws up thell-fith in fuch 
quantities, upon fome part of the coaft, that fhips 
may be loaded with them; and their fhells are of 
fuch variety of colours and fhapes, that our Euro-. 
“pean virtuofi might from hence have a curious col- 
le&tion,. whereas the Indians only burn them for 
chalk... There are other forts of fifhon thefe coafts, 
fome of which, they call fea-ftars, others {uns and 
moons, becaufe they refemble thefe planets. Thefe 
fifh, reduced into powder and drank in ‘wine,. are 
an infallible remedy againft drunkennefs, and fre- 
quently ufed for thatend, creating an’abhorrence of 
‘wine in thofe who drink it. Great quantities of 
amber are found on this coaft, particularly the grey. 
fort, which is the beft, They have all other forts 
of fifth common to Europe, befides many peculiar to 
themfelves, | ! 
Befides thofe birds which are known in Europe, 
‘there are flamengoes, larger than turkies, their 
feathers of a white and fcarlet colour, of which the 
natives make ornaments, and their legs are fo long 
that they walk thro’ lakes and ponds. _ The child- 
bird, fo called becaufe it looks like a fwadled child 
with its arms at liberty, is very good meat: Ariones, 
fo much valued for their feathers to make tufts, that 
formerly, they fay, every feather upon their heads — 
coft two rials. ‘Thefe birds are-very rare. There 
are others, called gafcollos, whofe feathers are ge- 
nerally ufed by foldiers. : Voycas, from whofe notes 
the Indians pretend to foretel death, ficknefs, or. 


other misfortunes ; the feathers on their breafts ate i 


of adeep fcarlet.colour, and the reft brown... Pin- 


guedas ; * 
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’ guedas: their body is of the fize of an almond: 
‘they feed upon flowers, and shine like polithed gold 


mixed with green : the males have a lively orange 


‘colour tuft, like fire, on their heads; and the’tails 
of thofe birds area foot long, and two inches broad. 


Condores, which are prodigioufly large, and white 
as ermine, their {kins are extreme foft and warm, and 


: therefore nied as gloves. ‘Some of thefe bide have 


been known to meafure ten feet with expanded 


‘wings. They have abundance of oftriches, and va- 


riety of hawks, in thiscountry. 

They had no cows, horfes, fheep, hogs, houfe- 
cats, nor common dogs of any fort, goats, affes, or 
rabbits, till they were brought hither. by the Spani- 


ards; but now all thefe are increafed to a wonderful 


degree by the richnefs of the country and pafture, 
fo that one cow frequently yields one hundred and 
fifty pounds of tallow. A horfe was formerly fold 
for one thoufand crowns, but now they are fo plenty 
that they fend them yearly to Peru. 

The moft remarkable animals, not common with 
us, are their theep, fhaped like camels, tho’ not fo 
large. ‘The natives ufed them for ploughing and 
carriage before they had European cattle. ‘Their 
upper-lips are flit, with. which they {pit at thofe who 
vex them, and wherever the fpittle falls it caufes a 
fcab. Wild goats, very much refembling their 
fheep, but of a red clear colour, fo very fwift that 
they out-run horfes, and are never to be tathed, 


‘They feed in great herds, and are hunted by, dogs, 


which eafily catch their young ones, that are ex- 


cellent meat. The fleth of the old ones, dried’a nd 


fmoked, is reckoned the beft of its kind. T hefe 
creatures, efpecially the oldeft, have bezoar ftones 
in a bag under their belly. Our author fays he

Our author from the continent proceeds to the 
iMands of Chili.

indeed ‘how the currents fhould have driven. them 


{o ftrongly to the eaftward; for the whole {guadron 
efteemed themfelves upwards of ten degrees, more 
wefterly than this land, fo that when they imagined 
they ran down nineteen degrees longitude, , they 
had not in reality advanced half that, diftance, 
After the mortifying difappointment of falling in 
with the coaft’ of Terra del’ Fuego, they, ftood 
away to the fouth-wetft, with, the weather pretty 
favourable, till April the 24th; in the evening of 
which, the wind increafed from a frefh gale to.a 
prodigious ftorm, and the weather was fo wery 
thick, that the whole {quadron feparated ; nor did 
they meet again till they reached Juan F ernandez, 
In the mean time to add to their ‘other difafters, 


the {curvy began to make fuch a progrefs among 
them, that on board the Centurion only, it carried 
off forty-three men in the ‘month of April,,.and 


double that number in May. TR ARES 
The ‘many different thapes in which this  def- 


tructive diforder, fo commonly. felt. upon long — 
voyages, attacks the human body, areas ftrange and 
unaccountable as its fymptoms are various and in- 
Conftant; it is generally attended with fwelled

loud ftrong tone ‘of, voice, having good ftomachs, 
anda chearful difpofition, were found.dead upon aa 
‘attempt made to move them to a different quarter; 
and others,who confiding in imaginary ftrength; have 
left their hammocks, refolving to go. upon. deck, 
have expired in the way; while upon deck itfelf, 
nothing was more common than to fee the mien 
drop dead, upon a violent effort of duty.. tA 
* However, having. now weathered. Cape Horn, 
and ‘the inhofpitable rocks of ‘Terra. del. Fuego, 
they indulged themfelves with hoping to. find a

But even here they were deceived; for on the 8th 
of May they arrived off the ifland Secoro, in 
which ftation they cruized for feveral days, in hope

were abfent four or five days, it was a great hap-

eléven fathom water; but the Carmin and Carmelo 
having fallen to the leeward, the Tryal’s prize was 
difpatched to bring them up, which. tafk fhe pers 
formed i in'two or three days. 

»’Thereis a beach of fand extending eighteen league 
from the harbourof Acapulco to the weftward,again{t 
which the fea breaks {0 violently, that itis. impoifi ble 
for boats to land on any part of it; but there is good 
anchorage for fhipping at a mile or two fro the 
fhore, during the fair feafon,. The adjacent land 
is low; here and there interfperfed with {mall emi- 
nences; whereon are watch-towers; it is well cul- 
tivated, covered with pleafant villages, and_ planted 
. With trees, affording on every fide a moft agree- 
able profpe&t ; but it is remarkable, and to my — 

thinking odd, that this diftriét, apparently the 
moft pleafant, the beft cultivated, and the moft 
populous upon the whole coaft, fhould be without 
the fmalleft kind of naval craft, either “for. fithing, 
or amufement ; there being 1 neither boat nor canoe, 
to be difcerned near it: and as this deficiency cannot 
arifefrom’ the want of convenient landing:places, ° 
it is not improbable that the government have Pro~ 
hibited their ufe, to prevent {muggling. 

“To the weftward of this beach lies the bay of Se- 
guataneio or Chequetan, the entrance whereof is very 
- exattly deferibed by Mr: Walter, i in his account of:

thofe feas. The watering-place here is a ftanding 
lake, derived from a {mall {pring about a mile up,

. July the 26th, being then about. three hundred 
Jeagues from. the Ladrones, the wind came about 
to the weft, and‘by continuing: in that point four 
days, confiderably retarded their progrefs; and ina

turion herfelf at the fame time {prung a leak, which 
required all the attendance both of officers and 
men. to cure; fo that they could ‘afford but little 
affiftance to their mate. However, fhe fent’ her 
boat on board, which foon returned with a remon- 
ftance, figned by captain Mitchel and all his offi- 
cers, fetting forth that the fhip’s leaks were irrepa- 
rable; that they had: no {pare mafts'to hoift in 
“room of thofe that were deftroyed; that fhe was 
quite decayed in many places; that her knees and 
clamps were loofe; and her upper works fo crazy 
that the quarter- -deck was ready to drop down ; 
‘that her crew were reduced. to ninety-five men, in- 

‘cluding officers, and-cighteen boys, befides two: pri- 
» foners 5 and that out of thefe only fixteen men and 
eleven. boys were able to keep the deck, nor yet 
were thefe in the beft ftate of health ; moreover 
their; frefh water and provilions were covered over 
by the. fea-water pouring in fo faft upon them ~ 
below deck, there was io coming at refrefhment, 
As it wasa little calm, the commodore ordered them 
-w boat load of water and provifions, and at the 
> fame time defired his own men to examime into the

-venty, were put on board the Centurion with as 
~ much care and tendernefs as circumftances could 
’ admit, three or four of them expired in the very 
- a€tion of being hoifted up. Auguft the 15th hav- 
ing taken out of her every thing propofed, fhe was 
fet on fire, and continued burning all night, the 
flames gaining upon her gradually, and her guns 
going off one by one, till at length about one 
o’clock in the morning, fhe blew up with a {mall 
report, four leagues a*head of the Centurion, and 
a black pillar of {moke arifing from the blaft, fhot 
up to a confiderable height in the air. 

Thus was Mr. Anfon reduced to one fhip, where- 
with he hoped to have fome better fuccefs than he 
had lately found, being no longer clogged with any 
embarraffments that might contribute to his-delay. 
In two or three days after the Gloucefter was burn- 
ed, the carpenter luckily found the Centurion’s 
leak, which he could not abfolutely ftop without 
getting at the outfide of the fhip; a tafk at prefent 
impoffible : however, he patched itup pretty well ; 
it was under the breaft-hook on each fide of the 
ftem, in the gunner’s fore ftore-room. Auguft the 
23d they difcovered two iflands to the weftward, 
and foon after a third ; a fight whence they deriv- 
ed freth fpirits, as they ftood in vaff need of répair. 
“The boat was difpatched toone of them, which. 


returned with an account that they couid find no | 


anchoring ground for fhips; that they had been on 
fhore, where they faw abundance of coco-nut 
trees, but neither water nor imhabitants; they 
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alfo added, that it was not without fome danger 
they had landed, the beech being fteep,-and the 
{well running very high. ~ ney , | 

This account gave them but avery gloomy prof- - 
pect, the fcurvy which had attended them for three 
months paft with as much virulence as ever, making 
a prodigious havock on board, while the fatigue of 
the officers and men, who laboured hard at the 
pump, becaufe of the leak, became almoft in-— 
{upportable. ‘They now ftood from the iflands of 
Annatacan, Serignan, and Pazaros, for thefe were 
the name of the three we have juft now noticed, . 
hoping to fall in with fome of the Ladrones, which 
they knew could afford them fufficient accommoda- 
tion; but for the making of them they were 
obliged to truft almoft entirely to chance; there be-. 
ing ne body on board who had any certain knowledge 
of theiridentity. Auguft the 26th they made three 
other iflands, bearing about fourteen leagues diftant; 


thefe they afterwards found to be Saypan, ‘Tinian, - 


and Aguignan. They immediately fteered for 
the middlemoft of the three, hoifting Spanifh-co- 


_. lours, with a red flag at the fore-top maft head, in 


hope that by paffing for the Manila galley they 
might be able to decoy fome of the inhabitants on 
board, from whom they might receive fome intelli- 
gence relative to the place, according to which they 


might deport themfelves. And now ftanding for 
the land, under this appearance, the cutter was 
‘difpatched to find out a proper birth for the hip, 
-which foon fent on board a Spaniard and four In- 
-dians, which fhe had feized in a proa, coming off 
fhore, to meet the Centurion, miftaking her for 
the Manila galeon. The Spaniard was imme- 
‘diately examined as to the condition and pro- 
“ducts of Tinian, and his anfwers exceeded their 


warmett 
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warmeft hopes. “He affured them that. there were. 


no. inhabitants..on the ifland, except twenty-two 
Indians, who were there occafionally jerking beef, 
which, whem loaded on board a fmall bark of fifteen 
tons burthen, then lying at anchor near fhore, was 


tobe feat to the garrifon at Guam, ‘whereof he. 


‘was a ferjeant; he. alfo reported, that the ifland 
abounded with coco-nuts, lemons, limes, oranges, 
fweet-and four together, with various other. fruits, 
particularly the bread fruit*, that. ip s, poultry, 


and black. cattle, ran wild upon. it ; that the. foil. 
was rich, plentifully and beautifully watered, and 


the air. good. 

_ As they came.clofer in swith the land, the prof 
peét thereof indicated, if poffible, fomethiag de- 
firable, even beyond. the ferjeant’s defcription ;. it 


wore.rather the air of an elegant plantation than. 
an uninhabited ifland: the verdant lawns, the floping, 
‘hills, the purling ftreams, and’ tall afpiring trees, 


looked like’ the difpofition of art and ingenuity, and 
had an effect agreeably furprifing. Thetommodore 


_ having ordered the pinnace and cutter.a-fhore;with. 


fome men well-armed to feize the bark, and, if pofii- 
bie, the Indians, ordered the anchor to be let go in 
twenty-two fathom,and the fhip to lie byfor that night. 
‘with her fails furled, that her hands might gain 
fomerepofe; for out of one thoufand men he had 
brought from England, he could mufter but feventy- 
one, and thofe too fo weak and infirm, they were 
fearce. able to ftand to a gua. This diminution of 
their number was owing’ to the. havock. made 
amongft them by the feurvy, which had raged ter- 
He) on. board: éver fince they left Chequetan, all 
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the furgeon’s efforts to ftop its pr ogres being i in 
effeCtual; norknow we to what to attribute its pre- 
valence, as the whole fhip’s crew were’ during the’ 
whole run, plentifully fupplied with frefh provifions. 
and good water, but to the apt’ difpofition of the’ 
blood, already broken with. fatigue and: diforder, to 
infection, and by remembring that the fteam of thé 
ocean, when corrected by no terreftrial particles, en= 
courages it prodigioufly ; and this latter is confirm- 
ed by the land-air foon’ reftoring to health oo 
whofe conftitutions are not entirely decayed. 

the morning a large’ party of men were eb on 
fhore: to’ ereé&t tents, and prépare quarters for the 
fick ; the former was a piece of trouble that the In+ 
diahs had faved them, by building huts for their 
own fhelter, the largeft whereof being twenty feet 
long and fifteen broad, was immediately fitted up 
as an hofpital, to which the fick, amounting to 
one hundred and eighty-one, were brought with 
all poffible expedition ; and moft of thefe were 
foon recovered: bythe falubrity of the climate, and 
the products of the ifland, happily adapted: to 
reftore the fick. 

Tinian lies in: fifteen degrees eight minutes ithe 
latitude = it is one of the~ Ladrones, which, reck- 
oned altogether, great and fimall,; are about twenty 
in number. It abounds with herds of cattle, which 
are milk-white, their ears excepted, which are black 5 
they may be eafily run down; and fo catched with 
out expence of powder and fhot: here are wild 
hogs, which muft be baited by dogs ; they makea 
good battle, but the noife made by the various 
forts of domeftic poultry, which are delicious food, 
gives the place vaitly the ait of ‘an inhabited: faith 
It is certain that this ifland was formerly well- 


away 
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away. almoh all. the inhabitants of Casta Rota, | 


and Tinian, the Spaniards forced thofe who fur- 
vived. on the. two laft, to remove to the. firft, 
where. they had:fixed. their principal BOVSIEGHI 3 
but.few of them outlived the change. _ 

Tn many. parts of Tinian are found a ‘particular 
land, of, ruins, being pyramidical pillars ‘difpofed i in 
two rows: \their height is thirteen feet, and their 
bafe five feet. {quare ;.on the top of each pillar is a 
folid femi-globe with the flat furface upwards; 
thefe pillars area cement of brick and fand plaifter- 
ed.oyer, -placed.at fix feet diftance one from the 
other;..there being*a {pace of twelve. feet be- 
tween, "each row. Thefeare the remains of build- 
ings formerly ada idee to religious nfes, according 
to the report of the four Indian prifoners. Large 
flights of ducks, curlew, and the whiftling plover, 
were feen about two or three pieces of fine ftand- 
ing water, that contribute greatly to the beauty of 
the: land{cape, The foil in general is dry and fandy, 
yielding plenty of fine fruit and wholefome vegeta- 


tives, and not difpofed to pufh out rank luxuriant - 


weeds; wherefore the turf is generally fmooth and 
uniform; and the woods not being choaked ‘with 
brambles, prefent many  moft delightful viftos.

painful inflammation. ‘The anchoring-place, for 
there is but one, lies on the’ fouth-weft fide of the 
ifland ; ‘nor does it afford fhelter fufficient againft the - 
weftérn monfoohs, when’ about tHe full and change 
of ‘the moon, for then the ‘wind’ veering to every 
point of the compafs, blows ‘with fuch impetuofity 
that the ftouteft cables are not proof againft its 
force; and this was fufficiently experienced by the 
Centurion, which, notwithftanding all the care that 
had been taken to make her faft, was forced from 
her anchors and drove out to fea, with fuch of the 
men as had well recovered, under the command of 
lieutenant Saumarez ; the commodore, who was him- 
felf fick of the fcurvy, being at that time a-fhore, 
together with one hundred and thirteen of his peo- 
ple. It was very well that her leak had been fearched 
out, and in fome meafure ftopped, before this acci- 
dent happened, or the confequences might have 
been much more than they proved to be. This 
misfortune fell out upon the 22d of September, in 
a night of exceffive darknefs, the fhip having her 
fheet-anchor hanging at one of her cables, her 
fhrouds loofe, her top-mafts unrigged, ‘her fore and 
main yards down, and not a gun lathed on board, 
nor a port-hole barred in. She laboured for nife- 
teen days before fhe could regain her birth, of 
which fhe entirely defpaired, having only one hun- 
dred and eight of her hands on board, negroes and 
Indians included. The grief of the men ‘the’ left 
d-(hore is inexpreffible 3 however, giving her up for 
loft, they fet about enlarging the Spanifh bark, - des 
rerminiag in her to. fteer for Macto.

principal mandarine on board. Hé was governor 
of the city of ‘Janfoi, and to all appearance a man 
of good fenfe and more’ integrity than the Chinefe 
are génetally allowed to be. He brought with him | 
two carpenters, ‘who examined the ftate of the hip’ 
very carefully, but were particularly exaét in view 
ing theileak. He’ appeared much furprized at the 
weight and fize of the Centurion’s cannon, for a’ 
fhip of fuch force was perhaps what had never been 
feen in this part of the world before; nor did'Mr. 
Anfon négle& to make a proper wfe of his admira- 
tion, which it was plain was not without its mixture 
of terror. He expatiated upon the ftrength of his’ - 
veffel, and obferved that there could not bea ftronger 
indication of his mildnefs than his thus civilly re- 
quefting fuch neceffaries as he ftood in need of, when’ 
it was plain that he was fufficiently powerful “to 
have taken them by force: at the fame time he dé.’ 
fired that orders might be given for a daily fupply of | 
provifion to be put on board him, otherwife’ his 
men might be reduced to the neceflity of turning’ 
canibals, and feeding on human flefh; anh ex’ 
tremity in which they certainly ‘would prefer 
the plump Chinefe to the flefh, of their own ema- 
ciated’ meffmates. This difcourfe had its defired 
effect; the mandarine allowed the truth ‘of “every 
thing Mr. Anfon advanced, promifed he -fhould’ 
have every neceffary affiftance as foon as the ftate of 
his circumftances had been confidered bya council’ 
of mandarines at Canton, which being but matter o 
form, fhould be done direétly: in the mean time he’ 
ordered one of his attendants to fee'a ‘Certain quan+’ 
tity of provifions, fpecified in writing by Mr. Anfon}! 
put évery day on board the Centurion ; and this in-’ 
junction was exactly complied with. Preliminaries ’

ward figure, not knowing i in what manner to ufe 
the knives and forks that were laid before them;

They ex- 
preffed a {trong difliketo beef, which was one of the 
difhes, founded perhaps upon a fuperftition that 
prevails much among the pagans of India. _How- 
ever they might flinch at the meat, which they did 
not feem greatly to relith, they flick clofe to the 
liquor ; and the mandarine, having: helped to dif- 
patch four or five bottles of frontiniac and one of 
citron-water, departed without feeming i in the leaft 
affected therewith, having received a handfome pre- 
fent, asis the cuftom of China. Several days elap{- 
ed after this conference, without its producing any 
effect whatfoever ; however, the commodere un- 
derftood that this. delay was eccafioned by the in- 
trigues of a Frenchman,: who endeavoured under- 
hand to poftpone as much as poffible Mr. Anfon’s 
affairs, fearing that in cafe the Centurion fhould be 
allowed any particular diftinCtion, as bearing the king 
of Great Britain’s commiffion, the French, traders 
would lofe part of their confideration, having always ) 
pretended to be fhips of war. 


At length, on the 6th of January, after great ae 


debates in the council of Canton, the governor of | 
Janfon fent down the viceroy of Canton’s warrant 
for refitting the Centurion, and fupplying all het 
wants; in confequence of which warrant feveral : 
fmiths and carpenters immediately came on board _ 
to offer their fervice: of each a fufficient. number . 
was immediately retained; none of whom could be 
perfuaded to work by the day; but the carpenters ' 
agreed to do every thing that was wanting to the. 
fhip, and to fet her all to rights, for fix hundred.

during which time the Chinefe preffed her depar- 
_ ture very much, feeming to care very little for fuch 
‘a powerful company; powerful in appearance to 
wretches who are naturally poor {pirited and timid, 
_ yet in reality very far from being fo when the 
weaknefs of the fhip’s. company is confidered, tho’ 
it was there reinforced with twenty-three Lafcars, 
or Indian failors, and a few Dutch, to the amount.

April the 6th, the Centurion weighed from 
‘Typa, warping to the fouth; on the 15th fhe got 
into the Macao road, taking in her water as fhe 
paffed along; and on the reth, all her bufinefs be. 
ing compleated, fhe ftood ont to fea. The people of 
Canton and Macao firmly believing Mr. Anfon would 


endeavour to make Batavia, and thence proceed to’ °

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dollars, which was a prodigious cheap price; but _ 
the purchafers knew that he wanted to get out to, 
fea, and therefore took the advantage of his preffing, 
fituation ; it being his intention toreach Europe if - 
poflible before any fhips could carry thither the 
news of his having taken the Acapulco fhip, and 
the enemy thereupon be prepared to deprive him of

He got under fail on the 15th of OGtober, 1743, 
bound toEngland: on the r1th of March he came — 
to anchor in the table bay of the Cape; and the’ 
15th of June, 1744, came fafely to anchor at Spit- 
head, having, under cover of a thick fog, paffed 
thro’ a French fleet then cruizing in the chops of 
the Channel.
